There are two things and practically 
two things Only which were decided by 
the Western and Atlantic commission 
when they met here yesterday, prepar- 
atory to their trip to Chattanooga to 
inspect the property of the state there. 

These were that the lessee would be 
required to double-track the road and 
that, In order to obtain a satisfactory 
lease, a long term would probably have 
to be offered. 

The commission met Wednesday 
morning in the senate chamber of the 
eapitol They were supposed to meet 
at 9 o'elock, but they were not able to 
get a quorum together until nearly 11. 
Then there were six members present. 

Cost of Double-Tracking. 

The chairman of the commission pre- 
sented a letter from the vice presi- 
dent of the Southern railroad, H. B. 
Spencer, in answer te an inquiry that 
the cost of double-tracking that line 
from Atlanta to Gainesville was from 
$20,000 ‘to 480,000 per mile, according 
to the grade. The cost of the last 
double-tracking which the road had 
done, namely from Chattanéoga to 
Meridian, Miss., on the Alabama Great 
Southern, averaged $30,000 per mile. 
Mr. Spencer said that it would be im- 
possible to determine the cost. of 
double-tracking any particular line 
without a survey by a competent el- 
gzineer and a report from him. 

Chairman Jordan declared that he) 
thought that certain questions ought to 
be put to the railroads, who are liable 
to lease the line. Among these ques- 
tions, it should be asked how much ; 
they were willing to pay fur the present | 
right of way, how much they would 
pav for the road with the properties 
which may be eliminated from rallroaa 
service taken out, and also how mucn 
they will pay for the Atlanta terminal 
of the branch on the plaza system as 
indicated by the blue prints furnished 
by the chamber cf commerce. e*

AS DIVIDEND PAYER 
~NEW HAVEN STOPS 


Decision to Suspend Pay- 
ment Reached at Meeting 
of Directors—For 40 Years 
Hasn’t Missed a Dividend. 


New York, December 10.—After an 
unbroken record of*‘forty years as @ 
dividend-payer, the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad company 
finally has been forced to the neces- 
sity of suspending further disburse- 
ments on its $157,000,000 of stock. 

This decision was reached late today 
after a protracted meeting of the di- 
rectors. The action of the board, 
while partly foreshadowed by the re- 
cent acute weakness of the stock, will

Scope of Anti-Combine Leg- 
islation Defined at Confer- 
ence—Summary of the 
Proposed Legislation. 


Washington, December 10.—The 
scope of President Wilson's program 
of anti-trust« legislation became fairly 
well defined today at the end of a con- 
ference at the white house between 
the president and six democratic mem- 
bers of the house judiciary commit- 
tee, that is to undertake the prepara- 
tion of the administration bills.

Toward them is marching a rebsl 
army of about equal strength, with the 
avowed purpose of surrounding the 
town and bringing to a test whether 
any federals are to remain in the 
north.

7HE FEEDERS OF ATLANTA. 


At various times and tn various causes, 
the people of Atlanta have manifested con- 
siderable sympathy for the so-called “eight- 
hour” day for labor. At least, there are few 
Atlantans, however exacting their greed and 
miserly their generosity, who will not agree 
that ten hours is fully enough time for the 
man of average energy to invest in ex- 
change for a living. 

The grocers and butchers of Atlanta are 
agitating not for an eight or a ten but a 
twelve-hour day! At a recent meeting the 
members of the Atlanta Retail Grocers and 
Butchers’ association denounced as “inhu- 
man, unreasonable and uncalled for” the 
hours now demanded of clerks and workers 
in these establishments. They will call a 
mass meeting of employers and of citizens 
generally early in January to see if a plan 
cannot be worked out whereby a uniform 
twelve-hour day can be effected. 

At present numbers of clerks and mem- 
bers of the delivery force average from four- 
teen to fifteen hours a day. Some storeg 
open as early as 4:30 a. m. Many of them 
close at 7 in the evening, others later. A 
considerable percentage close at 9 o'clock 
Saturday night. Others run to the midnight 
Lwur, 

This ragged and irrational practice has 
two cisastrous effects: 

It mukes the cost of living higher for the 
consumer; it exhausts the men who serve 
him, very frequently depriving them of a 
normal Sunday. 

The grocers and butchers complain, with 
some reason, that existing conditions are 
due to the method of buying in Atlanta. 
Many people buy supplies, not from one day 
to another, which would be bad enough, but 
from meal to meal. This habit of buying in 
small lots increases the cost of living. “It 
takes, inevitably, more equipment in the gro- 
cery and the butcher shop to handle a mass 
of small and _  frequently-repeated orders 
than large orders extending over longer in- 
tervals. The toll necessarily comes out of 
the pocket of the consumer. 

If the people of Atlanta will co-operate 
with butchers and bakers they cannot only 
save money on their bills, but lift a burden 
that now rests.unjustly upon the men who 
serve them in so important a capacity. 

In the last analysis, the housekeepers of 
Atlanta will have to be responsible for the

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THE PANAMA CANAL, 
By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash” 


which will soon be 
open for business at the old stand, is a 
fifty-mile-long gash in the face of Nature, 
which would be visible from the moon with 
the aid of the Yerkes telescope. It is the 
largest alteration and improvement on the 
planet which has been accomplished by man 
up to date and has been done In the past ten 
years by 100,000 workmen, a few sets of high 
powered brains and a shipload of mosquito 
netting. 

For many hundred years men have wanted 
to dig the Panama canal, and several very 
costly attempts have been made. But while 
plenty of help could be secured and boatloads 
of money was available, the exact model of 
brain required could not be found and no 
attention was paid to mosquito netting. As 
a result, while the Panama district became 
one of the most flourishing cemeteries in the 
world it has never been navigable to any ex- 
tent. This is a scientific age, and nothing 
proves it more extensively than the fact that 
when the United States engineers: tackled 
the job of moving several hundred million 
tons of earth and rock they began by chas- 
ing a mosquito into a corner and killing bim 
with a kerosene can. As a result Panama 
which was once a trifle more fatal than bi- 
chloride of mercury tablets, is now one of 
our leaidng winter resorts and the workman 
who tires of life and wishes to fade away 
as former workmen once did by thousands 
has to hire a personal friend to kill him with 
a club. 

The Panama canaY unites the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans and severs the neighborly feel- 
ing between England and America. By means 
of the canal 30,000 ton ships will be hoisted 
deftly over the mangled back bone of the 
continent and dumped safely into deep water 
on the other side. It has cost upwards of 
$500,000,000, and no one has gotten rich off 
of it. Thus, without going into tedious di- 
mension details we can say with confidence 
that it is the eighth wonder of the world 
and the first wonder of American politics. 

In order to dig the®Panama canal the 
government had to cut a mountain in two, 
build a large navigable lake, pull a river 
up by the roots, build locks big enough to 
hold an exposition building, a cli-

American republic and Keep several thou- 
sand politicians at bay. All this was success- 
fully accomplished under Col. Goethals, the 
world’s greatest locksmith and geographical 
surgeon—which leads us to hope that the 
government will now have the courage to 
tackle the Mississiggd séver and make it be- 


It has always been a mystery as to what 
became of the comedies of Menander, the 
Greek dramatist. Unfortunately not one of 
his plays has survived, although they were 
much read down to a late date. However, 
apart from about seventy-three titles, and 
numerous fragments*-some of considerable 
length—we have transcriptions of his come- 
dies, in which, of course, the delicate beau- 
ties of the original are lost, in a number of 
Latin plays by Plautus and Terence. 

We are told that Menander’s plays were 
well known in Byzantine days, and that they 
were certainly used by Eustathius when com- 
Posing his commentary on Homer in 1160, 
A. D. Leone Allaci even speaks of twenty- 
four comedies being extant at Constantinople 
in the seventeenth century. And this is not 
inconsistent with the account of another eml- 
nent commentator, who says that the manu- 
script of Menander and Philemon, together 
with the eretic poems of the old lyric poets 
were destroyed by Byzantine emperors at the 
instigation of zealot monks, who desired to 
replace them with the effusions of Gregory 
Nazianzen. A stray copy might easily sur- 
vive such a persecution. But as yet all 
search for the plays of Menander in Greek 
convents has been unavailing. 

It seems very odd that we have no rem- 
nant of Menander’s dramatic art, though we 
know so much about his style and about his 
philosophy. Till the end of the nineteenth 
century all that was known of Menander 
were the fragments collected by A. Meineke 
in 1855 and T. Kock in 4888. They consist 
of some 1,650 verses or parts of verses, in 
addition to a considerable number of words 
as from Menander bv the old lexicographers. 

From 1897 to 1907 papyri were discovered 
in different parts of Egypt, containing frag- 
ments of.considerable length, amounting to 
some 1,400 lines. It is doubtful whether 
these fragments, which are of sufficient 
length to afford a basis for the consideration 
of the merits of Menander as a writer of 
comedies, justify the great reputation enjoy- 
ed by. him in ancient times. 

Menander, the greatest of all writers of 
Greek comedy, was born in 342, B. C. at 


ily, received a careful education, and led a 
comfortable and luxurious life, partly at 
Athens and partly at his estate in the Pira-

Athens, of a distinguished and wealthy fam-- 


eus, the harbor of Athens, enjoying the int!- 
mate friendship of his contemporary and the 
friend of his youth, Epicurus, or Theophras- 
tus and of Demetrius Phalereus. | 

He declined an invitation from King 
Ptolomy 1, of Egypt, so as not to have hip 
comfort disturbed. At the height of his 
poetic productiveness he was drowned while 
bathing in the Piraeus, at the age of fifty- 
two. His uncle, Alexis, had given him some 
preparatory training in dramatic composi- 
tion. As early as 322 he made his first 
appearance as an author. He wrote above 
a hundred pieces, and worked with the great- 
est facility; but he only obtained the first 
prize for eight comedies, tn the competitio 
with his popular rival Philemon. ‘ 

The principal merits of Menander were 
remarkable inventiveness, skilful arrange- 
ment of plots, lifelike painting of character, 
a clever and refined wit, elegant and graceful 
language and a copious supply of maxims 
based on a profound knowledge of the world. 
These last were collected in regular antholo- 
gies and form the bulk of the*extant frag- 
ments. 

Menander was most enthustastically 
praised by Plutarch, who accepted the tradi- 
tion that he was the author of the speeches 
nublished under the name of the Attic orator 
Charisius. A great admirer and imitator of 
Euripides, he resembles him in his keen ob- 
servation of practical life, his analysis of 
the emotions, and his fondness for moral 
maxims, many of which have become pro- 
verbial: for instance: “Whom the gods love 
die young.” “Evil communications corrupt 
good manners,” and “The property of friends 
is common.” . 

With Menander’s death the classical age 
of Greek poetry was closed. Shortly after- 
wards the national center of gravity, as re- 
gards learning, shifted to Alexandria, and 
there the latest poets of the New Comedy 
brought out their plays. The poetry of the 
Alexandrian age was not without flashes of 
genius, but on the whole, it has not main- 
tained the standard of Attic culture, The 
students of classical Greek literature have 
made every effort to secure at least one of 
the Menander comedies in its entirety, but 
it is hardly likely that they will, at this late

How to Use the Pastry Tube. 


Though a plain cake may be delicious it 
becomes much more attractive when decor- 
ated, so the housewife will do well to learn 
to handle the pastry tube. Not only do 


large and small cakes 


lend themselves beau- 
tiful garnishings, but 
all desserts that are 


finished with meringue, 
frosting or jellies are 
made handsomer with 
the tube. 

The bag that holds 
the frosting, or what- 
ever the trimming is to 
be, should be made of 
a 7-inch square of heavy 
duck folded diagonal- 
ly so as to form a cone. 
Cut the pointed end off 
so the opening is half 
an inch in diameter and 
Ea in this slip the _ tube.

| = fer. Doubtless the sales- 
man will show you what 
is called the pastry cook’s tube, this is a 
Small steel tube fitted with a plunger and 
it retails at a dollar and a quarter. It does 
not do any better work than the bag I have 
described, or a paper cone. Indeed many 
professional cooks prefer to use a stiff paper 
cone, without a tube, as this does not waste 
the frosting by absorption. 

Fold a small square of paper crosswise 
and secure the joint with white of egg. When 
dry cut off the point to leave any sized open- 
ing needed, this opening may also be shaped 
Square, diamond, star or round. 

The ornamenting may consist of combin- 
ing two or more colors on one surface, as 
chocolate and white, or pink and white, or 
the cake may be covered with a firm white 
frosting and have designs piped onto it in 
white also. 

A beginner will find it most satisfactory 
to cover the cake with frosting as usual 
and let it stand until firm, then draw a de- 
sign with a pencil upon it. Now fill the pas- 
try bag or cone with the .ornamental icing 
and follow the pattern. 

Cooked frosting is best for the founda- 
tion. Boil a cup of sugar in a very little 
water until it threads from the spoon. Pour 
this on the stiff whites of two eggs, heat- 
ing briskly all the while. Spread on the cake 
as soon as firm enovgh. 

French frosting for tube use: Roll and 
then sift two cups of confectioner’s sugar— 
sometimes called “4X.” Mix this with enough 
white of egg to make a smooth, white, thin 
paste. Flavor and tint and use at once. 
Colored sugar, for crystallization, may be 
had from any confectioner and so may 2a- 
rious ornaments for fancy cake, like pis- 
tachio nuts, silver balls and candied cherries. 
“ Meringue icing for fancy tarts and pas- 
tries is made from very stiff egg whites. 
Use one pound of powdered sugar to every 
six whites. Spread a thin coating of the 
icing all over the article to be dressed, then 
work out the design with a tube. When 
finished place in a cool oven to take on a 
light brown color. About fifteen minutes 
will be required for the meringue to puff 
up, become firm and then turn to a golden 
hue. The process must not be hurried.

Pineapple aspic is an extremely attract- 
ive salad, which not only looks good, but 
tastes even better than it loong It is one 
of my never-failing standbys, and to make 
it for an average family I use the following 
formula: 

Pineapple Aspic. 

Juice of 1 lemon, 

1 secant cup of sugar, 

1 grapefruit, 

Juice of 1 can of pineapple, 

3-4 pack of gelatine, 

Grapes of cherries to taste, 

Nuts in any desired quantity. 

Boil the pineapple and the lemon juice 
and sugar together for about five minutes. 
In the meantime soak 3-4 of a package of 
plain gelatine in one cup of cold water. 
When this becomes thick, add to it the 
Syrup, the grapes or chérries in any quan- 
tity desired. If grapes are used, they are 
nicer if they are skinned and cut in half, 
as well as seeded. The quantity and choice 
of nuts is also a matter of individual taste. 

Cut the pineapple and also the grape- 
fruit into cubes and add-them to the gela- 
tine and nuts. Turn the whole mixture into 
a mold and put on ice until perfectly cold. 
Then turn into a platter on white lettuce 
jJeaves and surround wtih cheeSe balls rolled 
in ground nuts, and serve with a good may- 
onnaise with whipped cream.

large sum of money Was used to suppl) 
suitable eyeglasses, During the past year 
the association has secured the services of 
physicians for 958 families and directed to 
clinics and places in the hospital members 
of 557 families, secured nurses in 140 fam- 
flies and furnished gliasses and medicines | 
to members of 583 families. 

“The second phase of the medical work 
hes its relation to the improvement of the 
general facilities and the prevention of -is- 
ease. In i807 it secured a special fund for 
the relief and treatinent of drunkards. This 
was aftorwards expanded into the present 
(hristian Helpers’ League. They also ob- 
tained the first public dispensary in Atlanta 
for the free treatment of tuberculosis. This 
was afterwards expanded into the present 
anti-tuberculosis association, They later or 
ganized,a special committee on the welfare 
of school children for the purpose of in- 
troducing medical inspection in the publi ao 
schools, It was also instrumental in abo'- 
ishing the old ward physician system.

Judge Pendleton Restrains 
Husband and Wife From

Judge John T. Pendleton on Wednes- 
day wrote a restraining order prevent- 
ing the disposal of property by. the 
plaintif? and defendant in the suit of 
Mrs. Cora L. Lee against her husband,
